City Earns High Rating 


If Rancho Palos Verdes enjoyed 
the lowest serious crime rate in 


California last year among cities of 


25,000 to 50,000 population, 


Placentia can claim the distinction of 


being 12th among the 74 cities 
listed. 

The statistics were compiled by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
from local reports and released by 
Placentia Police Chief Norman 
Traub. 

The FBI report, which was issued 
in September, lists a total crime 
index for Placentia of 1,465 
incidents. This compares with 
Rancho Palos Verdes’ 774 and 
Lynwood’s 4,414, the greatest 
number tabulated. 

Serious crime is defined in the FBI 
report, Traub pointed out, as 


murder, manslaughter, rape, rob- 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, 
theft and motor vehicle theft. 
Placentia’s total of 1,465 offenses is 
only two-thirds the statewide 
average of 2,211, Traub stated. 

Placentia’s statistics included one 
murder or non-negligent man- 
slaughter; no manslaughter; four 
forcible rapes; 29 robberies; 62 
aggravated assaults; 547 burglaries; 
735 thefts and 87 motor vehicle 
thefts. 


Among the cities listed in the 
same category in the report is 
Beverly Hills, which ranks 42nd with 
2,238 crimes, 


Traub said that his department 
hopes to see the rating improve 
through this current year. 


Homeowners Converge On City Hall 


Contention that the City of 
Placentia is allowing homeowners to 
move into expensive homes by the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad tracks that do not meet city 
code noise level specifications, was 
levelled Thursday by a group of 
residents from the S and S (Shapell) 
Placentia Village Estates. 

The homes are located along the 
extension of Chapman Avenue, near 
its conjunction with Orangethorpe 
Avenue in Placentia. 


The homeowners group had 
appeared at the Placentia City Hall 
Thursday, seeking a conference with 
Arnold Hamala, Director of 
Planning. 

The homeowners expressed 
themselves as ‘‘running out of 
patience’? and ‘‘running out of 
time.’’ They stated that they have 
sought relief from their problems for 
the past six months and that their 
situation has not improved. 

‘‘We feel it is the city’s fault for 
letting us move into those homes,” 
one resident explained. 

‘From the day we got involved 
with S and S it’s been a nightmare 
for all of us,’’ another homeowner 
stated. 


The homeowners who have been 
displaying a proliferation of For Sale 
signs on their properties, had in 
some instances this week gone to 


bigger notices to passersby in front 
of their houses. 

One sign reads ‘‘Ask me about the 
20 to 40 trains a day, the lack of 
quality in this home, the builders 
answers.” 

Another: ‘‘For Sale. Bugs Are No 
Problem In My Home. It’s 
Fumigated Daily by Train Diesel 
Fumes!”’ 


Not all of the homeowners in the S 
and §S tracts are in agreement, 
however, In another unit, also by the 
railroad tracks, which is just being 
completed and moved into, 
residents working in their yards 
Sunday indicated that they are 
aware of the trains but are accepting 
them as a part of life. 

One man in the 200 block on San 
Antonio Circle, who is a half a block 
away from the train tracks said it was 
so quiet in the somewhat remote 
area that ‘‘the first night I couldn’t 
sleep.”’ 

A couple in the 800 block of San 
Diego Lane, where houses back up 
to the tracks said they knew about 
the 10 to 40 trains a day when they 
purchased their property. 


There is noise and vibrations, they 
reported ‘‘but nothing has fallen off 
the walls,”’ the wife added. ‘‘When 
people come to visit us, however,”’ 
her husband confirmed, *‘they think 
when the trains go by that it’s an

earthquake. But we don’t mind it.”’ 

In the 200 block of San Clemente, 
a half block from the tracks, one 
woman Said that she hears the trains 


go by ‘‘but I like the sound of 
trains.’’ She said she thought the

remove the Bradford Home from 
being in a unique category. 

Slota points out also that some of 
these homes, such as the Ontiveros 
Adobe (1839), are of older vintage 
than the Bradford Home. Further 
noted is that the Placentia George 
Key home and grounds are being 
preserved by Orange County for use 
as a museum. 

The most recent staff report

Answer To Bob Lyons 


Editor, Placentia Courier 

An Open Letter responding to 
Bob Lyons’ letter of 
November 10, 1976 


Dear Bob, 


I was disappointed to read your 
letter in the November 10, 1976 
Courier. I’m a bit perplexed that you 
would write such a letter in view of 
the Courier article on November 3, 
1976. In the next to the last 
paragraph of that article you will see 
that I and the Heritage Festival 
Committee agree with you that the 
police did do their job. But you know 
as well as I do that the attitude of a 
police officer when doing his job has 
a lot to do with how citizens view 
those actions. Apparently you talked 
with the Police Department about 
what happened. Were you told that a 
police officer did receive disciplinary 
action for his conduct at the 
carnival? If you had talked to any of 
the members of the Heritage 
Committee, you might have thought 
twice about writing your letter. 
There’s a lot more to the story than 
just one side of it. 


You say the Police Department 
was ‘‘trying not to be a stumbling 
block to the Heritage Festival 
Committee.’’ The committee has 
never accused the Police Depart- 
ment of being a stumbling block. In 
fact, the Police Department helped 
us through some initial problems in 
getting the carnival on site. The 
committee has thanked them for 
their help. You wrote, ‘‘If I’m 
wrong, then a complaint should be 
filed and the case given a thorough 
airing in the public eye.’’ Well, Bob, 
you are wrong and complaints were 
discussed with Chief Traub at the 
committee meeting on October 28, 
1976 (see the November 3 Courier 
article). Chief Traub answered those 
complaints he had heard previously 
and said he would look into those 
new items that were mentioned in 
the meeting. He thanked the various 
citizens for their information. The 
meeting was open to the public as 
are all Heritage Festival Committee 
meetings, and some _ interested 
citizens and Council members 
attended. With the added coverage 
of newspaper articles and Letters to 
the Editors, the matters have 
certainly been in the public eye. 

To answer your P.S., the Heritage 


Committee did get a direct return 
from the carnival and the carnival 
was used as a draw to help the 
community booths. The reason the 
Festival Committee had a ‘carnival 
this year was to try to raise sufficient 
funds so that the committee could 
pay for future parades and not have 
to use city funds. This intent was 
stated to City Council and is a matter 
of record. Because of large, 
unexpected expenses the committee 
did not achieve their goal. By the 
way, the Heritage Committee just 
happens to be a community group 
intended sbdlely to provide a 
Placentia festival for the enjoyment 
and entertainment of the citizens of 
Placentia and composed mostly of 
private citizens dedicated to do 
something for the people of 
Placentia. As in the past, the 
committee did get money from the 
city for this year’s budget. As a 
former councilman and mayor you 
should remember that those city 
funds are only for the Placentia 
Heritage Festival Parade and any 
funds not used for the parade are 
returned to the city. The parade 
budget is presented to council for 
their approval. 

I remember I twice stood before 
you and other members of the 
council to explain the parade budget 
for the 1974 and 1975 festivals. I was 
also present when the 1976 parade 
budget was presented to the’council 
by Dick Samp, who was Festival 


President at that time. Your 
statement that the committee 
funding gets ‘‘precious _ little 


review’’ is interesting. As City 
Treasurer and past Council member 
you should know that the Heritage 
Festival Parade funding is part of 
each Fiscal Year Budget and goes 
through the entire review cycle. 
If this letter doesn’t answer your 
concerns, I'd be glad to talk to you 
any time, in detail, about any of 
these matters. I'd rather not write 
letters to the editor, but I thought 
that by this letter some ambiguities 
might be clarified and _ this 
unfortunate occurrence might be 
considered a thing of the past. The 
Heritage Committee and Police 
Department intend to _ better 
coordinate and communicate for 
future activities. To this extent we 
can expect improvements for future 
Festivals.

More About The Carnival 


That's all well and good - however, it 
seems to me that it is rather 
irresponsible of a public figure to 
take cheap shots at a VOLUNTEER 
organization who wishes to serve the 
community. Since the Placentia 
Heritage Festival Committee seems 
to feel that the disagreement with 
the Police Department was settled, 
and that it is now a dead issue, it 
seems a shame Mr. Lyons wasted so 
much time writing about it. 

Furthermore, it is also rather 
disturbing to me that he alleges that 
the Heritage Festival Committee 
requires more review in the way we 
handle public funds. I might remind 
him that of the funds allocated by the 
city, $250 of them were returned in 
licenses and fees, while an 
additional $400 was paid to the city 
for the zealous police protection we 
received at the carnival. Yes, the 
Heritage Festival Committee did 
make money for local organizations 
as well as for next year's festival. It 
was our hope that we would come 
out of this year’s festival far enough 
ahead that we would not need public 
funds. We would prefer that we did 
not need to dip into city monies for 
our festival. The fact that our rather 
controversial carnival was so widely 
supported by the people of Placentia 
(whom I might remind you ARE the 
city) seems to show that a 
community-wide event to draw the 
citizenry together was desired by the 
people. 

The Heritage Festival Committee 
did not deny the fact that the Police 
Department was doing their job -- 
they objected to some of the actions 
of certain of the officers on the 
carnival grounds. One officer was 
reprimanded by the Police Depart- 
ment almost immediately after the 
incident occurred, showing that 
there was great concern on the part 
of the police to do their job. 

The Heritage Festival Committee 
did not feel it was necessary to lodge 
a formal complaint against the 
department until we first sat 
together and tried to work out our 
problems reasonably. I did take it 
upon myself to ask the American 
Civil Liberties Union some questions 
regarding Constitutional rights, and 
was told by the ACLU that if we did 
not settle our differences with the 
Police Department in our meeting, 
they would be willing to intercede. 
All this was not necessary because 


Chief Traub and Captain Robertson 
faced our Committee in an open 
meeting and we were able to 
constructively settle our differences 
in a way in which we will be able to 
prevent any future misunderstand- 
ings. 


However, if Mr. Lyons feels it is 
necessary to pursue this dead issue 
for whatever he feels will be gained, 
the committee will be meeting again 
on Thursday, December 9, at 8 p.m. 
at Koch Park. This way, if Mr. Lyons 
wishes to make any further 
allegations, he may do_ so 
face-to-face.

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the “radford House could play a 
significant part in fulfilling such 
requirements. 

“One of the assumptions 
underlying the report is that cultural 
needs should be met within the 
community. This is a goal that is 
impossible to achieve in a city of any 
size,’’ the staff report states. ‘‘Some 
cultural needs can be met, but all 
needs cannot.” 

The document points out that local 
residents voted down the suggestion 
of using tax revenues to preserve 
and maintain the Bradford House as 
a historical monument. 

Federal, state, or county grants 
are tax revenues, the paper states 
and normally require matching 
funds and ‘‘a demonstration of 
community support.”’ 

The staff report draws a variety of 
conclusions about the preservation 
of the home which is located on 22 
acres on old Palm Drive between 
Kraemer Boulevard and Bradford 
Avenue. 

Among its evaluations are that ‘‘it 
is doubtful that the building could 
be preserved and maintained 
without a substantial expenditure of 
public funds.’’ 

Recommended to the city council 
is that the 2'4 acres on which the 
house sits ‘‘be developed as a 
passive neighborhood park without 
the house and parking lot.”’ 

‘Declare the building to be 
surplus property and authorize the 
receipt of bids for either demolition 
of the house or relocation.’’ 

Salvage rights, as requested, 
should be given to the Bradford 
family members to ‘‘remove several 
items of sentimental value.”’ 

The home was built in 1902 and 
was the residence of Albert S. 
Bradford who surveyed and 
subdivided the original townsite of 
Placentia and was an_ early 
prominent citizen, the report states. 
‘The primary value of the house lies 
in its historical significance.’’ 

The house and the park were 
presented to the City of Placentia 
three years ago by Bradford family 
members.

Square footage of the units will 
vary from 1,356 (two bedroom, two 
bath) to 2,170 (four bedroom, three 
bath). All units have have red tile 
roofs, two car garages and 
fireplaces.

Aztecs in CIF

Santiago Tafolla Left 
His Name And More

Santiago Guzman y Tafolla 
year old youth 
when he came to the United 
States from Palo Verde, 
Guanajuato, Mexico in 
1912. 

Santiago and his family of 
six brothers and two sisters 
and their parents made 
their living raising corn. 
Young Santiago plowed the 
earth for planting with a 
yoke of oxen. 

He was. still called 
Santiago when he came to 
San Bernardino, California 
to help harvest the orange 
crop that was so abundant 
in times past. He had come 
to San Bernardino from El 
Paso, Texas, which is where 
he had entered the United 
States from his native 
Mexico. 

The work Santiago did 
was hard work, but he was 
young and = strong and 
making a better living for 
himself. Other members of 
his family left Mexico to 
share a life in this new 
place. 

Santiago did other kinds 
of work in the following 
years; hard, important 
work. He helped to lay the 
tracks for the trolley cars 
which criss-cross the city of 
Los Angeles. He laid 
railroad track in San 
Francisco. It was some time 
during these years that his 
co-workers and __ bosses 
began to call him ‘‘Jim’’, 
the English nickname for 
his Spanish name which lost 
its beauty on the stiff

While 
working for the Bastan- 
churys, he helped to make 
and then put into place the 
heavy cement pipes used to 
form the irrigation system 
for the orange groves that 
made the rolling hills green 
and fragrant with their 
blossoms for as far as the 
eye could see in every 
direction. 

Jim worked for other men 
in the orange growing 
business. He worked for 
men with names like 
Anderson, Nordheim and 
Simons--names that are still 
well known in the area. 

Carl Simons — bought 
about fifteen acres just a 
little south of where the 
town of Placentia is today 
and Jim Tafolla helped lay 
out a little colony that was 
originally called La Villa 
Carlos after Carl Simons. 
The first street laid out in 
the colony was and is called 
Tafolla Street after Jim. The 
second street is called 
Gonzales Street for Jim’s 
friend and husband of his 
niece; Lupe Gonzales. 

Since the streets of La 
Villa Carlos branched off 
from La Jolla Road, the 
small community came to 
be called by that name too. 
La Jolla, ‘‘the jewel’’ in the 
Spanish language, de- 
scribes with bitter humor 
this small, proud com- 
munity of people who are 
predominately of Spanish- 
speaking heritage and 
Mexican culture. 

“La Jolla’’ is a good 
descriptive word for the 15 
year old bride, Nellie Ruiz, 
that Jim Tafolla, by then in 
his late twenties housed ina 
tent on La Jolla Road while 
he built her a house with his 
own hands. He started the 
house in 1924, about a year 
after his marriage and when 
two rooms were ready, he 
moved his family in and 


gompleted building — the 
house around them in 1925S. 

Two daughters, four 
grandchildren and _forty- 
nine years later, Jim and 
Nellie Tafolla still live in 
that sturdy house. Things 
still grow well under Jim's 
hands and his backyard is a 
profusion of grape vines 
heavy with fruit in the late 
summer. 

Jim was offered chances 
to return to Mexico but he 
never took them. He has 
always felt that the United 
States offered a better life 
for him and his family. 

Jim and Nellie say they 
have no feelings of being 
discriminated against by 
the authorities of any kind 
nor do they feel any 
animosity either toward or 
from Anglos. They, like all 
people of good sense and 
consideration, appreciate 
people for how they act not 
who or what they are. 

La Huelga? The Strike? 
They don’t concern them- 
selves with politics and it's 
their right. The Grape 
Boycott? Well, situated in 
the middle of their own 
private vineyard, it’s hard 
for the Tafollas to do 
without grapes. 

These good people live a 
caring, sharing life among 
their family, circle of 
friends and their com- 
munity. Their lives, as they 
live them, , create more 
impact than political 
activism would. They create 
goodwill that generates 
more goodwill like Jim's 
grapes that now grow in my

A second City Hall meeting with 
the homeowners called for Tuesday 
atternoon and expected to include 
representatives from Shapell Indus- 
tries and City Administrator Edwin 
Powell, was dropped. Hamala 
explained that instead a second 
sound testing would be made by 
Orange Ccunty experts to see if the 
nomes now fall within the specified 
tolerable noise level readings. 

Che homes failed the first reading 
in July. Since that time the City of 
Placentia has passed a resolution 
concerning the train whistle being 
used as the Santa Fe moves through 
the city. 

How relevant this is was not 
clearly stated at the meeting 
Thursday since reportedly there are 
state laws governing the blowing of 
train whistles as a necessary safety 
factor. 

At the Thursday meeting Don 
Yarush, president of the Placentia 
Village Homeowners, but speaking 
as an individual, told Hamala: *‘Not 
a one of us in this room would have 
moved into our homes had we known 
how many trains there are a day and 
what our houses would be like at 
night.”’ 

‘What about the inconveniece 


and aggravation of having to live 
with this?’’ another asked. ‘‘We 
assumed when you (the city) passed 
the homes everything was OK.”’ 

‘‘Homes shake, beds shake, you 
have to keep your windows closed,”’ 
another spokesman described. ‘‘Our 
real estate values are destroyed. 
We've been put there because of 
misrepresentation."’ 

‘‘Why wasn’t a sound test made 
before you let us move into those 
houses?’’ homeowner Robert Allen 
asked. Others stated that they 
believed the city to be at fault ‘‘for 
letting us move into those homes.”’ 

Hamala answered the residents 
that the city ‘‘wants to be responsive 
to your needs. I assure you we want 
to solve your problems.’’ He added 
that the city, however, could not ask 
Shapell ‘* to do anything they are not 
obligated to do.’’ 

One homeowner asked why the 
city was continuing to let people 
move into the homes since they have 
tested below specifications. 

Larry B. Faigin, attorney for 
Shapell said from Beverly Hills 
Monday that his company is paying 
for the additional sound tests and 
that he would be happy to meet with 
the homeowners any time. 

Whether a prior offer by Shapell 
to buy back the homes at the prices 
paid for them was still in effect was 
not clear this week. Homeowners 


had complained that the arrange- 
ment would not cover improve 
ments, moving costs and the 
inflation factor since their homes 
were purchased a year to a year and 
a half ago. 

‘‘We are more than eager to meet 
with them,’’ Faigin stated. “‘We 
would love to have the opportunity to 
sit down and talk. We would be 
happy to dea! directly with them and 
we intend to work out their 


problems. 

‘We are not trying to discount 
their problems,’’ the attorney 
added. 


Faigin pointed out that Shapell, 
one of the state’s largest and ‘‘most 
reputable’ builders, ‘“‘had sold 
hundred of houses...and we have a 
group here of 14 dissident people.”’ 
(families). 

‘* Whatever the sound situation is, 
there are things that can be done to 
correct it,’’ Faigin stated. 

He explained that further 
problems had developed between 
the homeowners and Shapell ‘‘when 
counsel was brought in,’’ but added 
that he thought the dialogue 


between the legal parties also had 
been productive. 

‘*We are desiring to work with the 
homeowners. We have in the past 
and we will in the future,’’ the 
attorney described his company’s 
position.
